COMMENTS
Mr. Doug Dellinger addressed the council regarding his recent purchase of the old Adrian’s gas station at
Bucklin and Third Streets and plans to open it as an auto repair facility. With the recent collapse of a
portion of the building west of his property, he is concerned about his business moving forward. He
indicated that he had plans for a Grand Opening to be held this weekend, but was unsure where things
stand as far as the safety of his building. The council did suggest that he reschedule and Mayor Pro-Tem
Ptak asked Building Inspector Chris Covert to keep Mr. Dellinger informed as to the status of proceedings
regarding the building next to him. Mr. Covert stated that he was leery of Mr. Dellinger moving into his
building for safety reasons. Mr. Covert stated that he was hoping to get an emergency demolition order
on the collapsed property. Mr. Covert added that he does have a few bids from contractors who could
have the building down in a short time. Discussion followed. Mayor Pro-Tem asked about his new
business. Mr. Dellinger replied that the business will be called Doug’s Automotive and will specialize in
general automotive repairs.
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Mike Kasap thanked the City, its workers, the City Engineer, Police and Fire Departments and Public
Works Department for their assistance with the event held over the weekend. He felt the event helped
create great civic awareness of Rotary Park. He also thanked Don Aleksy for pursuing avenues to get
more sighage bringing attention to the City and County. Mike also complimented Chris Covert for
granting him an extension to complete the mitigation of issues that arose from a recent fire. In addition,
he thanked the City Engineer for extending some extra time to install a new sidewalk. Mr. Kasap also
recognized Officer Camenish of the Police Department as well as the Fire Department for their
professionalism and quick response to the recent fire.

Alderman Schneider complimented the event at Rotary Park as well as the golf outing hosted by the Fire
Department. Alderman Schneider also recognized local athletes for finishing their season strong.

Chief Bacidore stated that the golf outing netted $12,000 which will go toward the joint trailing facility.

Don Aleksy stated that he has applied for reimbursement from the La Salle County Tourism group for
installation costs of the wayfinding signs.

Brian Brown recognized the Public Works staff for assistance with the installation of the flag area at
Rotary Park and completing the parking lot. He added that on June 23, 2016 the MFT project will go out
for bid.

Alderman Schneider reminded the public that the Public Works and Real Estate Committee will meet on
June 20, 2016 immediately following the Finance Committee meeting at 6:30 p.m. to discuss access to
the large lake at Prairie Park.
